TO  THE  GOVERNORS  AND  RESIDENTS  OF  COLORADO,  IOWA,  KANSAS,  MINNESOTA,  MISSOGRI, 
MONTANA,  NEBRASKA,  NORTH  DAKOTA,  SOOTH  DAKOTA  AND  WYOMING: 

This  is  the  first  annual  report  of  the  Missouri  Basin  States  Association.  The  MBSA  was  created  to  succeed 
the  Missouri  River  Basin  Commission  when  the  latter  was  terminated  by  Presidential  Executive  Order  on 
September  30,  1981.  The  governors  of  the  ten  basin  states  supported  creation  of  the  Association  to  continue 
the  long  tradition  of  regional  cooperation  in  water  resource  management  in  the  basin  and  to  complete 
two  regional  water  management  studies  begun  by  the  Commission.  The  Association's  accomplishments  in 
those  areas  and  an  audit  of  the  Association's  financial  activities  during  fiscal  year  1982  are  summarized  in 
this  report.  The  fiscal  year  began  October  1,  1981  and  ended  September  30,  1982. 

Much  of  the  Association's  effort  during  its  first  year  of  existence  has  been  devoted  to  defining  its  role  and 
the  scope  of  its  future  activities.  The  Board  of  Directors  adopted  an  Association  purpose  which  emphasizes 
fostering  communication  and  information  exchange  among  the  member  states,  various  other  governmental 
units  and  the  private  sector  on  water  and  related  resources  matters.  The  Board  has  also  agreed  not  to 
involve  the  Association  in  any  regional  water  and  related  resource  planning  activities,  leaving  to  the  states 
the  role  of  planning  and  managing  water  resources  within  their  boundaries. 

We  are  looking  forward  in  the  coming  year  to  completing  analysis  of  the  out-of-basin  water  transfer  issue 
and  sponsoring  seminars  Srustate  water  planning  and  on  the  Missouri  River  basin  Pick-Sloan  program 
authorized  in  the  1944  Flood  Control  Act.  Completion  of  a  test  of  the  Missouri  River  Basin  Water  Accounting 
System  will  allow  us  to  begin  to  analyze  impacts  of  proposed  water  development  on  future  streamflow  in 
the  basin. 

The  Board  of  Directors  has  adopted  a  $195,100  FY83  budget  (October  1982  -  June  30,  1983)  and  a  FY84 
budget  (July  1983  through  June  1984)  in  the  amount  of  $272,200.  The  FY84  budget  will  require 
contributions  from  the  10  states  in  the  basin  ranging  from  $15,400  to  $25,500  per  state. 

I  believe  I  speak  for  the  entire  Board  of  Directors  In  stating  that  this  first  year  of  activity  has  been  productive 
and  that  the  effort  of  everyone  involved  has  been  well  spent.  The  Missouri  River  basin  states  have  a  long 
history  of  cooperation  in  water  resources  management,  and  we  wish  to  learn  from  those  past  experiences 
and  carry  that  knowledge  into  the  future.  We  seek  to  build  an  organization  that  is  responsive  to  present 
needs  in  the  basin  and  lay  the  foundation  for  future  mutual  trust  and  cooperation  in  the  wise  management 
of  the  basin's  water  resources.

THE  MISSOURI  BASIN  STATES  ASSOCIATION 
BACKGROGND/ORGANIZATION 


On  September  30,  1981,  the  Missouri  River  Basin 
Commission  was  terminated  by  Presidential 
Executive  Order.  The  Commission  had  been  the 
principal  agency  for  coordinating  water 
management  activities  in  the  Missouri  River  basin 
since  its  creation  in  1972.  The  Commission  was 
formed  at  the  request  of  the  governors  of  the  ten 
Missouri  River  basin  states  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Water  Resources  Planning  Act  of  1965  (P.L. 
89-80),  and  included  both  state  and  federal  mem- 
bers. 

Prior  to  the  Commission's  demise,  the  then  gover- 
nors of  the  ten  Missouri  River  basin  states 
agreed  to  continue  regional  cooperation  in  water 
resource  management  activities  and  to  complete 
two  unfinished  Commission  studies.  The  Missouri 
Basin  States  Association,  a  nonprofit  organization, 
was  therefore  created  to  pursue  four  major 
objectives:  (1)  completion  of  the  Missouri  River 
Basin  Hydrology  Study  begun  by  the  Commission; 
(2)  completion  of  the  Middle  and  Lower  Missouri 


River  Flood  Plain  Management  Study  begun  by 
the  Commission:  (3)  continuation  of  coordination 
and  information  exchange  between  public  and  pri- 
vate water  management  interests  in  the  basin: 
and  (4)  development  and  implementation  of  proc- 
esses for  identifying,  analyzing,  and  making 
recommendations  on  interstate  water  resources 
problems  and  issues  In  the  basin. 

The  MBSA  is  governed  by  a  20-member  Board  of 
Directors  -  two  from  each  basin  state.  The 
Board  of  Directors  elects  officers,  creates  standing 
and  special  committees,  develops  Association 
work  programs  and  budgets,  and  hires  staff.  Initial 
financial  support  for  the  Association  came  from 
state  and  federal  funds  remaining  after  termination 
of  the  Commission.  Future  financial  support  will 
come  almost  entirely  from  the  Missouri  River  basin 
states.  The  MBSA  holds  quarterly  meetings  at 
various  locations  in  the  basin  and  all  meetings  are 
open  to  the  public. 


PURPOSE 


WORK  PROGRAM/ACTIVITIES 


While  the  MBSA  was  originally  created  to  pursue 
the  four  objectives  previously  noted,  the 
Association's  Board  of  Directors  adopted  the  fol- 
lowing Statement  of  Purpose  on  May  20,  1982,  to 
govern  its  future  activities: 

The  Missouri  Basin  States  Association  (MBSA) 
serves  as  a  forum  for  the  identification, 
discussion,  and  possible  resolution  of  issues  of 
concern  to  the  basin  states.  Issues  to  be  dis- 
cussed will  include  matters  of  interstate  comity 
among  the  basin  states  as  well  as  matters  of 
common  concern  to  the  basin  states  that  arise 
due  to  the  actions  and  programs  of  the  Federal 
Government,  other  states,  Indian  tribes,  and 
private  interests.  If  agreement  can  be  reached  on 
how  an  issue  should  be  resolved,  the  Associa- 
tion may  take  a  position  and  advocate  that 
position  to  those  in  a  position  to  resolve  the  is- 
sue. 

The  MBSA  will  foster  communication  and  infor- 
mation exchange  among  the  member  states, 
various  other  governmental  units  and  the  private 
sector  on  water  and  related  resources  matters. 

The  MBSA  may  help  coordinate  activities  of 
regional  significance  being  conducted  by  various 
governmental  units  and  private  interests 
responsible  for  water  resources  management 
within  the  Missouri  River  basin. 

In  order  to  accomplish  the  above  purposes,  the 
MBSA  will  conduct  regular  meetings  to 
provide  a  forum  for  issue  discussion  and  coordi- 
nation of  water  management  activities.  The 
MBSA  will  analyze  pertinent  water  resource 
problems  and  issues,  maintain  and  operate  a 
computerized  water  accounting  system,  assem- 
ble and  distribute  information,  and  perform 
such  research  and  studies  as  necessary  to  ac- 
complish the  purposes.  The  MBSA  will  also 
maintain  office  space,  hire  staff,  purchase  equip- 
ment, and  take  other  actions  necessary  to  ac- 
complish the  purposes. 

The  MBSA  will  not  develop  a  comprehensive 
regional  plan,  nor  participate  in  regional  or  basin 
planning  activities.  The  MBSA  is  intended  to 
be  a  regional  coordination,  information  exchange 
and  discussion  forum.  It  will  not  supplant  the 
states'  role  of  planning  and  managing  water  re- 
sources within  their  boundaries. 


During  Fiscal  Year  1982,  the  Association  undertook 
the  following  work  programs  and  activities; 

Coordination  and  Information  Exchange 

The  coordination  of  water  management  activities  in 
the  basin  was  effected  in  several  ways  during 
FY82.  At  regular  MBSA  quarterly  meetings  time 
was  devoted  to  state  and  federal  agency  reports 
and  discussions  concerning  water  planning  and 
management  activities  of  regional  significance. 
Time  was  also  allocated  for  reports  by  other  public 
and  private  organizations  concerned  with  water 
management  in  the  basin. 

Information  concerning  water  management  activi- 
ties in  the  basin  was  exchanged  between  meetings 
through  two  Association  publications.  A  Directors 
News  Bulletin  was  initiated,  published  biweekly, 
and  circulated  to  MBSA  directors,  state  water 
agencies,  federal  water  agencies  and  paid  subscri- 
bers. The  Directors  News  Bulletin  averaged  about 
50  pages  in  length  and  contained  sections  on 
Association  news,  state  water  news,  federal  water 
news,  and  reproduced  news  clippings  regarding 
water  related  activities  in  the  basin. 

A  MBSA  Basin  Bulletin  was  published  following 
each  quarterly  Association  meeting.  The  Basin  Bul- 
letin was  devoted  almost  entirely  to  a  report  of 
Association  meeting  activities  and  actions  and  was 
distributed  free  of  charge  to  a  mailing  list  of  ap- 
proximately 400  individuals  and  organizations  in 
the  basin  and  throughout  the  nation. 

Issue  Analysis 

During  FY82,  the  Association  adopted  a  process 
for  authorizing  the  analysis  of  regionally  significant 
water-related  issues.  The  first  issue  authorized 
for  study  was   "out-of-basin  water  transfers."  A 
draft  analysis  of  the  issue  was  presented  to  the  As- 
sociation on  October  21,  1982,  and  subsequently 
referred  to  a  committee  for  further  refinement 
prior  to  its  consideration  for  adoption  and  publica- 
tion. 

The  Association  also  adopted  processes  for  taking 
and  advocating  positions  on  basinwide  water 
related  issues  during  FY82. 

Missouri  River  Basin  Hydrology  Study 

In  Fiscal  Year  1980,  the  Missouri  River  Basin  Com- 
mission initiated  a  study  entitled  "Missouri  River 
Basin  Hydrology  Study."  The  study  was  jointly 
funded  by  the  Federal  Government  through  the 


U.S.  Water  Resources  Council  and  the  ten  states  of 
the  Missouri  River  basin.  The  study  area  included 
all  of  the  Missouri  River  basin's  drainage  in  the 
United  States.  The  major  objectives  of  the  study 
were:  (1)  to  assemble  a  database  describing  historic 
water  availability  and  uses  in  the  ten-state 
Missouri  River  basin  that  would  be  acceptable  to 
the  state  and  federal  agencies  involved  in  water 
management:  and  (2)  to  develop  a  computerized 
water  accounting  system  incorporating  the 
database  that  would  aid  in  estimating  the  effects  of 
using  future,  additional  quantities  of  water  in  the 
basin.  By  action  at  its  September  28.  1981.  organi- 
zational meeting,  the  Missouri  Basin  States 
Association  made  a  commitment  to  complete  that 
study  following  termination  of  the  Missouri  River 
Basin  Commission. 

In  response  to  the  first  study  objective,  the  nearly 
50  state  and  federal  agencies  that  participated 
in  the  study  developed  an  extensive  database  as 
part  of  the  overall  water  accounting  system.  That 
database  was  completed  during  FY82  and 
contains  information  collected  during  the  hydrology 
study.  The  following  data  and  supporting 
information  are  contained  in  the  database  for  each 
of  the  93  drainage  areas  called  node  basins: 

(1)  depletors  (water  users),  annually,  for  the 
period  1944  thru  1978; 

(2)  historic  depletions  and  historic  streamflow,  in 
acre-feet  by  month,  for  the  period  January 
1944  thru  December  1978; 

(3)  1978  level  depletions,  in  acre-feet  by  month, 
for  the  period  January  1944  thru  December 
1978; 

(4)  reservoir  inflow  data,  in  acre-feet  by  month, 
for  the  period  January  1944  thru  December 
1978; 

(5)  narrative  information,  for  each  node  basin, 
including  general  information,  compacts  and 
court  decrees,  summary  of  water  rights, 
and  a  summary  of  state  water  laws;  and 

(6)  supporting  information,  including: 

a.  a  list  of  Water  Resources  Council  hydrol- 
ogic  accounting  units  in  the  Missouri 
River  basin; 

b.  a  list  of  Missouri  River  basin  node  basin 
names  and  numbers; 

c.  a  list  of  U.S.  Geological  Survey  gauging 
station  numbers; 

d.  drainage  areas  for  each  node  basin;  and 

e.  latitude  and  longitude  of  each  gauging 
station. 


Information  from  the  database  is  now  available  on 
computer  printouts  for  use  by  those  having  an 
interest  in  water  resource  management.  This  is  the 
first  time  that  a  common  water  use  database  has 
been  available  for  this  523,000  square  mile  area 
which  constitutes  one-sixth  of  the  contiguous  area 
of  the  United  States. 

During  FY82,  a  QUERY  program  was  developed  to 
meet  the  second  objective  of  the  study.  The 
QUERY  program  of  the  Water  Accounting  System 
is  designed  to  permit  analysis  of  impacts  of  future 
water  use  proposals  on  future  streamflow  at  the 
93  locations  in  the  basin.  By  use  of  the  QUERY 
program,  cumulative  impacts  on  streamflow  result- 
ing from  water  use  in  or  export  from  the  Missouri 
River  basin  can  readily  be  assessed. 

Four  work  group  technical  reports  resulting  from 
the  study  were  completed  during  Fiscal  Year 
1982.  They  are:  (1)  Surface  Water  Supply,  Includ- 
ing Instream  Water  Use;  (2)  Ground  Water 
Depletion;  (3)  Agricultural  Water  Use,  Including 
Identification  of  Irrigated  Lands;  and  (4)  Municipal, 
Industrial,  Energy,  and  Rural  Domestic  Water 
Use.  In  addition,  a  draft  final  report  for  the  entire 
study  was  prepared  and  transmitted  to  the  U.S. 
Water  Resources  Council. 


Middle  and  Lower  Missouri  River 

Flood  Plain  Management  Study 

The  Middle  and  Lower  Missouri  River  Flood  Plain 
Study  was  initiated  by  the  Missouri  River  Basin 
Commission  to  develop  a  compatible  flood  plain 
management  program  that  could  be  adopted  by 
the  five  states  bordering  the  Missouri  River  below 
Gavins  Point  Dam:  South  Dakota,  Nebraska,  Iowa, 
Kansas,  and  Missouri.  Federal  funds  for  the  study 
were  provided  through  the  U.S.  Water  Resources 
Council,  and  in-kind  matching  was  provided 
by  the  five  states  in  the  study  area.  The  study  was 
initiated  by  the  Missouri  River  Basin  Commission 
in  late  1980  and  completed  by  the  Missouri  Basin 
States  Association  in  September  1982  with 
publication  of  a  draft  final  report.  The  final  report 
will  be  published  and  distributed  early  in  1983. 


Study  objectives  were  to:  (1)  develop  a  compre- 
hensive flood  plain  database  for  evaluating  the  ex- 
tent to  which  current  land  uses  and  obstructions 
contribute  to  flood  hazard  problems;  (2)  develop 
projections  which  will  indicate  the  probable  future 
magnitude  of  flooding  problems  caused  by  land 
uses  and  obstructions  if  nothing  is  done;  and  (3) 
develop  and  evaluate  a  compatible  flood  plain 
management  program  that  provides  guidance  and 
direction  to  all  governmental  levels,  including  an 
enforceable  implementation  strategy. 

An  atlas  of  the  entire  flood  plain  along  the  752- 
mile  reach  of  the  Missouri  River  below  Gavins  Point 
completed  in  1982  illustrated  land  use  and  land 
cover,  flood  control  structures,  and  the  floodways 
for  various  flood  frequencies.  The  atlas 
contains  139  quadrangle  maps  with  transparent

overlays  showing  land  use,  land  cover,  flood  haz- 
ards and  floodways.  Much  of  the  information  was 
accumulated  from  landsat  satellite  imagery, 
low  altitude  aerial  photography,  and  on-site  field 
work.  Thirty  copies  of  the  atlas  were  prepared  and 
distributed  to  state  and  federal  agencies 
responsible  for  flood  plain  management  and  are 
being  held  in  central  locations  for  use  by  local  gov- 
ernments and  private  individuals. 

The  final  study  report  will  provide  information  on 
(1)  study  methodologies,  (2)  analysis  of  future 


development  directions,  future  flooding  problems, 
and  other  information  collected  during  the  study, 
and  (3)  recommendations  for  development  of  a 
compatible  flood  plain  management  program. 

Studies  relating  to  the  Middle  and  Lower  Missouri 
River  Flood  Plain  Study  were  completed  under 
the  Missouri  River  Basin  Commission  flood  plain 
study  program  between  the  years  1977  and  1981. 
Some  of  the  reports  are  still  available  through  the 
Missouri  Basin  States  Association.  A  listing  of 
the  reports  follows.

NOTES  TO  STATEMENT  OF  OPERATING  CASH  RECEIPTS 

AND  EXPENDITURES  AND  UNOBLIGATED  CASH  AND  INVESTED  CASH 


1.  Accounting  policies 

Organization  -  In  response  to  Executive  Order 
12319  of  September  9,  1981,  which  terminated 
the  existence  of  the  Missouri  River  Basin 
Commission  (Commission),  the  Missouri  Basin 
States  Association  (Association)  was 
incorporated  as  a  rSebrasl<a  nonprofit  organiza- 
tion and  is  exempt  pursuant  to  Section 
501(c)(3)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code.  Assets 
of  the  Commission  were  transferred  to  the 
Association  which  is  a  regional  coordination,  in- 
formation exchange  and  discussion  forum. 

Basis  of  presentation  -  The  Association  ac- 
counts for  its  operations  on  the  basis  of  cash 
receipts  and  expenditures.  Use  of  this  basis  of 
accounting  results  in  a  financial  statement 
which  differs  from  financial  statements  prepared 
in  accordance  with  generally  accepted 
accounting  principles  in  that  certain  revenue  is 
recorded  when  received  rather  than  when 
earned  and  certain  expenditures  are  recorded 
when  paid  rather  than  when  incurred.  In 
addition,  furniture  and  equipment  purchases  are 
included  in  expenditures  currently  and  no  de- 
preciation is  recorded.  Accordingly,  the  accom- 
panying financial  statement  is  not  intended 
to  present  results  of  operations  in  conformity 
with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 

Fiscal  year  -  The  Association  has  elected  a 
September  30  year  end  for  its  first  year  of  op- 
eration because  of  the  large  portion  of  funding 
provided  through  the  U.S.  Government  and 
the  continuation  of  Commission  programs.  In 
anticipation  of  funding  being  provided  primarily 
through  the  member  states  of  the  Association, 
future  fiscal  years  will  be  June  30. 

2.  Cooperative  agreements 

Effective  March  18,  1982,  the  Association  en- 
tered into  cooperative  agreements  with  the 
U.S.  Water  Resources  Council  (WRC)  for  the 
Missouri  River  Flood  Plain  Study  and  the  Mis- 
souri River  Basin  Hydrology  Study.  The 
agreements  each  created  a  Study  Control  Board 
to  provide  executive  direction. 

The  WRC  agreed  to  provide  funding  up  to 
$95,000  for  the  Flood  Plain  Study  and  $282,888 
for  the  Hydrology  Study.  However,  the  WRC 


portion  of  the  study  could  not  exceed  75%  of 
the  total  costs  incurred  after  the  effective  date 
of  the  agreement  including  in-kind  services. 
For  the  Flood  Plain  Study,  total  costs  incurred 
were  $127,948  including  $95,000  of  cash 
expenditures  and  obligations  shown  on  the  fi- 
nancial statement  from  WRC  funds,  $32,891  of 
in-kind  services  provided  by  various  states 
and  $57  of  the  balance  which  will  be  paid  by 
the  Association.  For  the  Hydrology  Study,  total 
costs  incurred  were  $293,884  including 
$213,896  of  cash  expenditures  and  obligations 
shown  on  the  financial  statement  from  WRC 
funds  and  $79,988  of  in-kind  services  from  var- 
ious states. 

The  remaining  obligations  under  each  of  the 
cooperative  agreements  are  to  cover  staff,  ad- 
ministrative and  printing  obligations  incurred 
prior  to  September  30,  1982,  and  the  cost  of 
the  close-out  audit,  the  only  expense  after  Sep- 
tember 30,  1982,  provided  for  under  the 
agreements  and  the  remaining  funds  which 
according  to  the  agreements,  must  be  returned 
to  the  Federal  Government.  No  funds  will  be 
returned  to  the  WRC  for  the  Flood  Plain  Study 
and  $68,992  has  been  included  as  an 
obligation  to  be  returned  for  the  Hydrology 
Study. 

The  final  reports  on  the  studies,  which  were  to 
be  submitted  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Water 
Resources  Council  by  September  30,  1982,  are 
expected  to  be  submitted  by  the  end  of 
October. 

3.  State  receipts 

State  funding  shares  of  Association  operations 
are  received  based  on  a  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30.  Cash  receipts  from  States  during  the  year 
ending  September  30,  1982,  includes  $19,597 
for  the  state  funding  year  ending  June  30, 
1983. 

4.  Employee  benefits 

The  Association  has  a  defined-contribution 
pension  plan  covering  most  of  its  employees,  a 
successor  plan  to  that  of  the  Commission.  The 
Association  and  the  employees  contribute 
specified  amounts  to  the  plan  as  defined  in  the 
pension  trust  agreement.  Benefits  are  provided 


by  the  purchase  of  individual  life  insurance 
policies  and  participants'  shares  of  the  pension 
trust  fund.  Cash  of  $19,152  was  expended 
by  the  Association  for  the  year  ended  Septem- 
ber 30,  1982. 

5.  Leases 

The  Association  leased  office  space  in  Omaha 
on  a  month  to  month  basis  requiring  monthly 
payments  of  $2,362  generating  total  rental 
expense  of  $28,347  for  1982.  Effective  October 
1,  1982,  the  Association  entered  into  a  two 
year  and  nine  month  lease  for  new  office  space 
requiring  rentals  of  $7,790  for  the  nine  months 
ending  June  30.    1983,  and   $10,973  and 
$1 1,704  for  the  years  ending  June  30,  1984  and 
1985,  respectively. 

For  1982  equipment  rentals  amounted  to 
$9,632.  Operating  leases  require  payments  of 
$7,769  through  June  30,  1983.
